The 
writAr, in part, tayi: 

"The Armeniant, oppremd by Kordi 
and Torka, said 'we can not paj tazvs 
to both Knrds and goTernment. ' Pion- 
dartd and Appnarad bj tha Kvda thaj 
resiaied them. Then were aotts kiUed. 
Then lalae reporta were aenttoCoti- 
I thM the AmMBimt irm In 
linreMUoa. Orders were sent to 
mvahlr, in Braangau, to esterai- 
"bem. The oriir read b4ion tite 
•rmr eoUaoted In haat^ ftom all Uie 
ohiM tribea in eaateru Turkey waa: 
. 'Whoerer aparea men, women or ohil- 
.4len la dialoyal.' The region was snr- 
avhdded b^ soldiers, and :iO,000 Kurds 
|ri8o are said to hare been maasAd there. 
Then thtjr advanoed apon the center, 
driving the people like a flook of sheep, 
and continued thus to advance for days. 

"No aoarter was given; no mercy 
shown. Sfeu, wemen and cliiidreu were 
shot down or butchered like sheep. 
Probably when they were net dpon in 
this way, soiius trivd to save their lives 
and resi»te(l ui .solf-defeuHt'. Many, 
wh« could, lied 111 iiU diri;uti(ji)H, hut the 
majority was slam. Tlie im)st probable 
«titiniati; i.s l.'),')(Mj killed, ;J;'> villages 
plondored, ni/ud auil burned. Women 
were outrat^fd and men butcliered. A 
prie»t wa.s taken to tlie roof of his 
church and hai^ked to jiiwM's and ilu) 
edifice, set on tire. A lar;,'e uuinbor of 
women and ifirla coUecied iu a church 
wore kept for days, thy uport of soldiors, 
and tlii^n tmirdered. It is said the num- 
ber was so iar^^e that tiio bliwd flowed 
out of the cliurch door. 

"The soldiers contended over a beau- 
tiful girl, they wanted to preserve her, 
but slie, too, was itillod. As a cotitir.na- 
tiou of the report, the otuer day, several 
hundred soldiers wore returuiuK troni 
the seat of war, ami one was heard to 
say that he alone, Tvith his. own hand, 
had killed SO pregnant women."

The porter, Henry Waidiington, was 
the moat serioosly injured of all, his 
head being badly ont, and be anstained 
internal uijnriea. The othera injured 
were: John Clark, Patrick Ryan, 
Oeorge Doherty, George Fleming 
OaMMHsreley, Otto Bodte and Teny 

The explosion vras so violent that the 
front of uie saloon was badly shattered, 
and the stouo sideM'ulk thrown into the 
street. The saloon is under the Lincoln 
hotel, and for a few minates a lively 
panic prevailed among the guests 
None of tho injured will die, although 
Washiugtou's condition is very serious

Camdxn, Ark., Jan. V.— Six masked 
Eien made an effort to rob the north- 
boiind toltoa fielt train dne ken at 10 

o'clock at a tank lO miles south of Cam- 
I en. Their object was to secure the 
» x press money. The train stopped as 
usual to take water, and the negro por- 
ter got off the train to go around to the 
tank to let the water on. He w.is 
stopped, ho-.vever, by a Wiiicliester in 
his face and ora>..r. d to anooupl(> the 
cars. This order was obeyud, and tiie 
engineer, who was under guard, was 
made to run the car up from the train, 
a distance of half a mile. 

Tlif; bandits ilis^ overed too late th.it 
they hail made a WHter haul, takinar ilie 
hnminn'u-nr instead of tli" e.xpress ear. 
They Jiud to grin, take their medicine 
and go to the wixids. The loader told 
the ouxineer that hr h;*d the laugh on 
them, but would see hiiu again. The 
Work was so ([uickly doii« iliat the ])as- 
seugers did not know wliat was gmiig 
on until the would-be robbers had found 
refuge in the dense forest. 

Ths scene of the robbery is more than 
a mile from any residence, the small 
Station, Buena Vista, being abont a 
mile south. There is no better place 
than this for bandits to i,ly their calliug. 
On tht! arrival of the train at Camden 
the aherifT was informed, and a posse 
was soon ou the gionud, but no clew to 
their whereabouts could be obtained. 

A special train was run up from Tex- 
arkana with men, guns and horses to 
continue the searen. At this hoar, 
6:30, there have been no new develop> 
ments iu the vigoiMa aearoh Whioh la 

going on. 

The men were masked with red ban- 
dana handkerchiefs. It is supposed 
that they went out from Camden, and 
it is even intimated that ihey live iu 
Camden.

After the war he stud- 
ied for the taiinistry and for years was 
oue of the brightest members of the .U. 
£. conferenoa in Missonri. He was a 
well known orator and during the first 
Harrison campaign stumped the Mtateof 
New Vork.

W ;o.N, Jau. "i.— Minister Kur- 
ien oi' .laj.aii said yesterday that in Ids 
judgment there would be no armistice 
and no abatement in the war betweou 
Japan and China uutil the peaoe pleni- 
potentiaries have act.rallv assembled, 
have formulated some ba^is ivl.ieh will 
warrant a cessation of ho.stilities, ai;.l 
have them.selves asked for an armistice. 

Mr. Kurino received unofficial in- 
formation at an larly liour yesterday 
morning that a nn.nifesto had been pi-e- 
eeuted to the Japanese pai'liameiit by 
the Liberal party, breathing the war 
spirit and asking the government to 
push on to Pekin before consenting to 
an armistice. 

"There is much talk of an immediate 
u-mistice," continued Mr. Kurino, 
"which is Ukelv to cause mlsapfrahen- 
siuu. I see no liklihood of an an^Mioe 
until the plenipotentiaries have mot and 
have agreed to request saoh action, to- 
gether with some preliminary under- 
staadlag to indicate tba advisability of 
terminating hostilities. I am not otti' 
oially advised that this was t^e com-se, 
bat it seems the necessary and only one. 
It is oertaia there will be no hurried 
armistice, before it is known what tue 
pleui])oteutlaries are really likely to 
accomplish." 

The minister talked entertainingly of 
the groat importance oi the year just 
closed, on the history of Japan. 

"it has been a most eventful ye.ar for 
Jupau," said he to on Associated ("i . s.>< 
reporter. "Since the .iisclarati ,ii oi' 
war lust Augu^t. .lajjan has advaiie. il 
steadily. And it i.s a reiuarkaiile tact 
that wnile our a-aiy and navy l.as he .-i 
gailiMi,' .111 uiilir.i ;eii series of victor.es 
the iiiti-rual reMnirces of Jap;«n have 
not Hu if'ered by beiii„' draiiiiKl for w.ir 
purpOf.es. At tiist the people in I he 
nortlKTii parts had some hardships, as 
their local coiiiiuerce was injured bv tue 
needs of the ;;overiiiiieiit in takiii-- llieir 
ships. But even tiii'se i>eo[)le iiave re^ 
cover.'d. At pres.iit the industries, 
manufa. turers, i-. Mimerce iiiid i)u.-i!i • 
of .(apau are iloansiini^'. There is tl;. 
same at.-fivity and [ rii le at Yokoha:iia, 
today, as tiiere wa^ prior to the \\'i'V 
Corporation .-^tocUs showed Gome de 
dine at the outset of tho war, bat UOW 
tliey are as strong as ev, r. 

"H.is tile .lapanese goveniinout been 
weaktnied by the demands of war 
Mr. Kurino was ii.->.ved. 

"Not in the least," said he; "it 
stronger than ever iu tht; .s ;wrt of the 
people and in the resources u . -nihil de 
The war has aroused a dormanc ee 
thusiosm throughout the country, 
has cemented partie/i and made them 
all loyal to the government policy. In 
thr( e days the diet voted 150,000,000 
31 en fOi. the government fur use in the 
war. The sliced a' such an appropria- 
tion indicates the wiitod purpose of the 
people and thuir legislatiTe reprsaenta 
tives to uphold the government at every 
point. For that reason the oourse the 
government detenhines on, either in 
continuing aggressive movements or 
consenting to an armistice, undoubtedly 
will have united support, notwithstand- 
ing the reported manifesto." 

"How does the army and navy of 
JqMUi stand the hardships of war 7' 

"They seem to gather strength as 
thsf proosed," was the reply. "Mili- 
tary aiuhorities appear to agree that 
tiM eQuipnMnt and maneuvering and 
aotion ox the army and navy are as 
aood as modem nationa have show u. 
The arms of Japan have been manu- 
factured larf^ly in her own factories. 
Many of the heavy guns have also bi «n 
made at heme. The nav^ has demon- 
strated the best possibilities of the 
cruiser, the torpedo and other arms of 
naval attack and defense. The three 
gieat ongagementfl of the war— Ping- 
Yang, Yalu and Port Arthur - nndoubt 
edly will stand a.s conspicuous events la 
military history. And with it all, .laii m 
has shown her ability to conduct ;» ;;re,ii 
confiict and at the same time proceed 
with steady adTaaoaBtaat la aar in- 
ternal affairs."

tured about midnight iii a Ionei> ^rart of 
the county norih of this city. He was 
returning with his ^ fe. Lahy, hired 
man named Jan;ps rminr, nn-i a Miss 
McWharter, from a trip to reiatives 
about IH miles Irojn here, wlieii 
masked men spran;; fioni the roaflsidf-, 
where they had be-e coincided, and, 
covering the carria"e wi'h W inchesters, 
ordered Scott to suvrendcr. Scott 
seized the rnnsji.d .itte.npted 'o driv • 
over the men. The :i. asked n then 
fired into the carriage, killing liie horses 
and shootiiur Scott in the neck and 
wonuiliug iMiss McWliartur tliouuh 
not seriously. The first [m'ty wa-. 
then joined by a larger force, 'vhieh had 
been plac«d across the road further "n, 
to intercept the carriage hao it es. apeii 
tlie first volley. 

8cott au4 Schmidt ware taken from 
the vehicle, blindfolded ai d thrown 
into a wagon, and the ladies were told 
to go on. Yesterday Schmidt returned.

Hi:, bail was originally 
fixed at $18,600, but \«-um i<u«r raised by 
Judge KinMid to|7S,000. i hi.< amotmt 
was asserted to be exoessive, in.r the 
court refused to lower ft. 

Reooorse to the snpreme court gave 
no relief, and finally, after Soott had 
baen nominally in jail for several 
months, he was liberated on bail. His 
case was taken to Antelope county, on 
a change of venue, and the trial last 
September resulted in his conviction 
and seHtence to five years' iniprisnn- 
mont. l ending an appeal, his Ixnid 
was fi.viHl at $TO,0(X). This he could not 
secure, and the matter was taken to the 
state supreme court. < )n Dec. H, that 
body decided that the bond was exces- 
sive, and reduced the amount of $70,000 
to $40,000. In a day or two Scott se- 
cured the ueuessary boudsraen and was 
released on boil. Upon his release, 
Soott returned to Holt oounty.

While 
presents were bemg distributed George 
Paine, a yoong man, started to go to 
the door, walkidg on top of the seats. 
His head struck a large lamp, which 
began to swing to and fra He caught 
hold of it to stsady it. The lamp began 
to flash tq*. Some one kpaoked it ont 
of his hand, and it fell on tlM floor. 
Oil was spilled on the floor, and the 
flames staited to run along the side and 
across the rear of the building, where 
was the only outlet to the hall, cutting 
off all egress. 

Panic followed, and but little thonght 
was giveu to the sci earning women and 
children. It was a case of survival of 
the fittest. A number of persons get 
out at dnc of the two windows in tue 
hall, but so<in the entire building \\ as 
enveloped in Hanies, shutting ott' all 
hope of escai e ffir those still in the hall. 
The fearful calamity h.i- prostrated the 
whole county. Every house in the vil- 
lage is a hospital, and people have come 

for 100 miles to luinistar to tha iajtved 

and inter the dead. 

There was nothing left by which to 
identify the victims, and the bones 
were gathered np and all bariad in one 

grave. 

Janios Small, a well known stocJtmau 
of the county, had starii'd esst with a 
band of horses and had leiiched Burns, 
Parnuy county, when lie heard that Ins 
son was one of thevu tmisof tho fire. 
Ho started to return luiniediately. and 
in 19 hours he covered a distance of :.'0<) 
miles on horseback. He returned just 
in time to see the boues of his son laid 
to rest in the common grave with the 
other victims.

He has even oflTered a witness money to 
go West and steal valuable papers con- 
nected with the company from Mr. Har- 
ris. He is attempting to get hold of the 
foreign patents, and, in my judgment, it 
is an attempt to use this office, upon an 
indictment which could not stand in 
«>Qrtt 'or the purpose of getting pro- 
caedii^ in the civil < MnriH."
